SIR RICHARD TEMPLE AND THE 
BOMBAY PRESIDENCY, 

We take tho following from the speech 
delivered by Sir Richard Temple, the Go- 
vernor of Bombay, at » dinner given to 
him by the Byculls Olub, prior to his 
Jeaving to offer himse'f as Representative 
in Parliament for Easy Gloucestershire — 

Now, for tho futuro, as this is tho last 
occasion on which I shall appear before 
you, let mo offer a fow words of adv.co 
of a prncticul kind, (Applanso.) ,Al- 
though this is supposed to be a despotic 
Govyernmon’, nevertheless let mo assure 
you that if you wish to administer suc- 
cessfully, yon must make your views 
thoroughly appreciated by all thoso who 
are affectod by thom, If you wish a 
policy to be successful, you must induce 


‘all thoso concerced in carrying it out, 


and those who aro to be affected by it to 
thoroughly and sincerely believe in it 
(cheers), and unless you succeed in 
inspiring that belief, you will nevor 
succeed in administration. . (Applause). 
Therefore, let me say that the firet duty 
of us all—no longer of mo, but all of you 
—in the future, will be to look to public 
education, Kducate the natives, and show 
an example first of all that you yourselves 
bolievo in tho education which you im- 
part ; and if that education is to bo such 
as wa can stand by, thon it must consist, 
not only of tho arta and philosophy and 
moral training, but also instruction in 
physical scienc», Above all, as a prac- 
tical meagure, teach the people somethi sg 
of sciontitic azriculture.’ Unless they 
understand something of that, they. will 
never appreciate Or carry out any acionti- 
fic agricultural experinients, and if they 
ave ever to learn’ this sort of science, 
thoy must learn it when they are. young, 
Therefore, oducate them agriculturally. 
Then encourage the uatives in everything 
that relates to self-government ; induce 
thom to serve aa legislators, as municipal 
commissioners, as jurors, o8 assossors, 
honorary - magistrates, and, shove all, 
with regard to the natives, encourage the 
native bar in such a way, that it will 
emulate the traditions of that great. pro- 
fesiion which is so well. represented 
round this table. - Then, teach them also 
sanitation ; teach the people to improve 
their dwellings and the neighbourhood 
of their dwellings, and, above all things, 
give them that priceless bleasing, a puro 
supply of -waler,: (Hear, hear) You 
will bear me out when I say a pure 
supply of water benefits the health of the 
people more than anything else, Then 
look to the ‘forests. . Do-not lot them be 
gradually. destroyed. . “Whether or. not 
you dogmatize ‘as to-their eff.at upon the 
climate, nevertheless they: do affeot the 
moisture of the country in’ thin arid 
land ; they do eupply .s. rost. important 
article. of trade,.apon the cheapness of 
which partly depends the rates of wages 
and: the prices. of many, other articles.
